case of 8 group of Jews whose ori-~ 
ginal application for compensation 
from the Israel Government was re- 
fused on the grounds that Rumania 
was never under German rule and 
its Jews were not persecuted by the 
Nazis. 

The appeals committee of the Nazi 
Victims’ Compensation Authority is 
Cealing with the case. The Authority 
was set up to dispense funds from 
the DM450m. which the German 
Government made over to Israel in a 
global settlement under the German 
Nazi Victims Law. 

Lawyers Moshe Rabinowitz and 
Benno Marcus are representing the 
Rumantan Jewish citizens -of Israel 
in their case for a leading decision 
on their claims. Yesterday, they pre- 
sented evidence that the Jews of 
Rumania were the victims of po- 
groms, deportations and general per- 
secution carried out by the Ger- 
mans. 


They pointed out that if the group 
wins its case, it will pave the way 
for the acceptance of 30,000 other 
claims from Rumanian Jewa living 
in Israel. 

The Government's case will be pre- 
sented in writing. The committee, 
composed of Judge M. Handelsman, 
chairman, and Judge P, Avishar and 
Dr. Ὑ. Brenner, representing the pub- 
lic, will hand down its decision after 
reading the Government aide.

SAIGON (UPI). — A Communist 
missile shot down a U.S. Air Force 
Phantom reconnalzsanee plane over 
North Vietnam and helicopters that 
attempted a rescue of the two crew- 
men were hit by anti-aircraft fire, 
the U.S. command said yesterday. 

It sald the crewmen of the plane, 
ποῖ down last week, were listed 
as missing. 

‘Military sources said two hell- 
copter crewmen were wounded when 
the rescue armada flew into a Com- 
munist ambush. Unconfirmed re- 
ports from other military sources 
said it was believed Communist 
troops captured the pilot of the 
RF4 Phantom reconnalssance plane 
and forced him to call in a false 
position to set up the ambush. 

Military spokesmen sald ‘the re- 
connaissance plane crashed after 
being hit by a Sam missile on Sa- 
turday about 176 kms. south of 
Hanol. It was the 127th plane lost 
over North Vietnam since heavy 
U.S. bombing resumed on April 
6 and ‘the 1,060th since 1964. Crew- 
men missing from the downed flight 
brought to 912 the number of Amer- 
jcans missing or captured in ‘the 
north. 

The U.S. command reported that it 
was forced to cut ‘back alr strikes 
over North Vietnam on Tuesday 
to just 20, the lowest number in 
more than a month. Milltary sources 
said heavy rains necessitated the re- 
duction. 

At the same tlme, jet fighter- 
bombers hit South Vietnam on Tues- 
day with thelr heaviest raids in 
more than a month. At least 323

A FEW days ago the sad news of 
Sam Cherr’s passing reached 
Jerusalem. 


It was in 1946 that Sam appeared 
as a star op the firmament of the 
Jewish world when he joined a select 
few at the now-historic meeting 
which Ben-Gurion called In the home 
of Rudolf Sonneborn. The purpose of 
the meeting was to discuss problems 
connected with the creation of a 
Jewish State which Ben-Gurion fore- 
saw and the rapidly increasing part 
which American Jewry would have 
to play in this historic development. 


It was at that time that I first 
met Sam Cherr and a friendship 
which continued through the years 
began. Sam became very active in 
“Americans for Hagane” and later 
in varioua economic fields connected 
with Israel. At a time when the 


necessity of creating a Jewish State 
was still a very doubtful proposition 
In the minds of the majority of 
Americans, Sam's experience in the 
field of public relations, gained as 
senior vice-president in the great 
advertising trm of Young and Rubi- 
eam, Was one of our most important 
guides. 

The Cherr apartment became a 
meeting place and ἃ second home for 
both the official as well as the 
“underground” family of us “Pales- 
tinians” who, in those days, organ- 
ized from New York illegal immi- 
gration, arms purchases, anc who 
enlisted volunteer specialists for the 
emerging Israel Defence Forces. 

Our deep sympathy to Freida and 
the children who have now decided 
to come and settle In Israel. Their 
many friends here will welcome 
them warmly.
